One is Attached to I 

i on the oob and nourish* 

in nature is more W0B« 
il than any invented 



The Mtory of Betty Ross. 



Elizabeth Griscom was born on 
New Year's Day, in the year 1752. 
She was the eighth of a family of 
seventeen children. Her early life 
training, and the associations which 
in a large measure molded her 
character, took place among the 
Quakers. 

When a young woman, she be- 
came an apprentice at Webstei's, 
then the leading upholstery firm of 
Philadelphia, where she met John 
Ross, a fellow apprentice, to whom, 
in 1773, she was married. Because 
John Ross was the son of .Kneas 
Ross, an Episcopal clergyman, 
there appeals to have been con- 
siderable opposition to the match 
among the Society of the Friends. 
There is no indication, however, 
that it was otherwise than a happy 
and desirable union, though un- 
fortunately it was doomed to be 
short one. After marriage, the 
young couple, having left Webster's, 
set up an upholstery business of 
their own. They prospered moder- 
ately for three years, when John 
Ross, injured In an accident among 
some military stores, — which, as a 
member of a company of soldiois, 
he was guarding on one of the city 
wharves, — died. His brave widow, 
being a woman of Revolutionaiy 
mettle, then faoed the world with 
their small business alone. 

It was in her favor that she was 
already known as the best needle- 
woman in Philadelphia; and the 
story is still told of one of her cus- 
tomers who got her to darn a dress 
and then pronounced the darn the 
best part of It To the energy, 
skill, and ambition of her work, 
she is said to have bi ought and 
unusual sense of taste and decora- 
tion, and a rare charm and vivacity 
of person, all these things oot\^ 
tributing to prosperity and sue* 
She became familiarly known as 
11 Betsy" Ross, her Quaker friends 
adding to this, on account of her 
defiant patriotism, and hy way of 
affectionate reproof, the soubriquet, 
attractive to our ears, ol " The 
Little Rebel." 

When Ooogreesi on the 14th of 
June, 1777, resolved that " the flag 
of the United States be thirteen 
stripes, alternate red and white in 
a blue field, pre s e nting a new ooa- 
stellation," il became necessary to 
procure such a flag. The best evi- 
dence seems to be that shortly pre- 
vious to the passage of this resolu- 
tion, and some time between Ma 
and June 7, 1777, George Wash 
ington, Robert Mori is, and George 
Ross, as a committee, called on 
Betsy Ross to direct the preparation 
of a banner of this description. No 
rd of the* committee being found 
in the Journal of Congress, it is 
assumed that it may have been the 
ore! Committee," of which 

Robe 1 1 Morris is known to have been 
a member. Gfeorge Ross was the 
uncle of John Ross, and undoubted- 
ly directed the committee to his 

nephew's widow. 
As Betsy Ross told the story many 

times to her children afterwards, 
am! to her grandchildren, the Inter 
took place in the little back 
room of the house, to secure the 
participators from eavesdropping or 
rvation. Washington produced 
the design, rather roughly drawn, 
showing the flag with thirteen six- 
pointed Stare, and asked the seam- 
stress if she could make a Hag. She 
replied that, she novel had made 
one, but could try; and suggested 
that the design WOUld be moie beau- 
tiful if the star live pointed 

instead of six. With this, Wash- 
ington agreed, but said that he 
thought the six pointed on* 
to make; Whereat the deft seamstress 
folding a piece of paper, cut out 
a five-pointed star with one stroke 
Of the scissors. Washington in- 
stantly changed the design ami told 
her to make it her away, arraugtug 
the Stars In a circle. Afterwards 
a more car* fit! design, colored by 
William Barrett, a painter of sotno 
note, was sent her. Sho scoured 
her model for making the flag in a 
ship's penna&i borrowed by her from 
a merchant. Then **The Little 
Rebel" is said to have finished our 
first flag in a day. 
On June v 7, Betsy Roes 

married Joseph Ash burn, a sea 
captain of the merchant marine, 
from then on her life reads like a 
romance. Ashburn, while at sea, 
captured by the British, who 
confined him in Mill Prison, near 



Portsmouth, England. Here he 
died in March, 1782. During the 
last year of his imprisonment there 
sprang up an affectionate attach- 
ment between him and a fellow 
prisoner, John Claypoole, a lieu- 
tenant of the United States navy. 
After Ashburn's death, Claypoole 
was realeaaed, when he returned to 
America, bearing the messages and 
effects of the dead man to Mrs. 
Ashburn in Philadelphia. On May 
8, 1783, they were marrn 

But Betsy Ross had still to pay 
severe tribute to her patriotism, for 
John Claypoole was wounded at 
Gertnantown, and for twenty years 
lived in practical helplessness with 
partial paralysis. Not once under 
these heavy blows of misfortune 
did the little woman flinch; she 
staunchly kept to her simple busi- 
ness, and her task of making flags 
for the government. Even in her 
old age, when she became blind, 
the spark of indomitable courage 
and perseverance burned without a 
flicker in hei breast ; she took to 
making rag carpets, having her 
grandchildren sort the colored rags 
ander her direction. 

"Betsy" Ross died January 30, 
1836, and was buried with John 
poole in the Free Quaker 
burial ground. In 1857 the bodies 
were transfered to Mount Moriah 
Cemetery. The origin of the first 
flag, as made by Betsy Ross, is in 
dispute. Some think the idea came 
from Washington's coat of arms ; 
some, from Dutch armorial bear 
ings ; others, from the banner of 
the Scotch eonvonanters. 

Perhaps the words of Washing- 
ton himself ate worthy of atten- 
tion :

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Those going to the San Francisco 
Exposition should see that their 
tickets read via Seattle, either going 
or returning, for two important 
reasons — scenery and comfort. 

The farther north you go the bet- 
ter the scenery; and in summer tra- 
velling by a northern route is decid- 
edly more comfortable than by the 
southern lines, which for a consider- 
able part of the way traverse hot and 
arid wastes. I have made the trip 
by four different routes, the Cana- 
dian Pacific, the Great Northern, 
the Northern Pacific, and the Ore- 
gon-Washington, and can say from 
personal observation that as to 
scenery the Canadian Pacific is the 
best, next comes the Great North- 
ern, then the Northern Pacific, and 
the O. W. or Union Pacific System 
last. On account of the war, there 
may be some trouble crossing the 
Canadian boundary, and those to 
avoid annoyance should take the 
Great Northern, which has line 
scenery, especially in the Cascade 
Mountains from Skykomish, to 
Wenatchee. 

Those who can take a week or two 
for a side trip to Alaska will find it 
well worth the price. Round trip 
from Seattle to Juneau, Alaska, costs 
from $50.00 to 66.00, according to 
boat, and requires about a week. 
Reservations must be made in ad- 
vance, as the boats are crowded. 

Mount Rainier, the highest moun- 
tain in the U. S. outside of Alaska 
can be visited in a two days' trip 
from Seattle orTacoma, and' you can 
walk on an ice glacier or indulge in 
snow hailing in the middle of summer. 
The mountain is always covered with 
snow from the top down for more 
than a mile in height. If you wish 
to climb to the top, you can do so, 
hut must allow at least two to five 
days for the climb, according to 
weather conditions.

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THE HOMEWARD TRIP. 

To N. A. D. Members and Others : 
— You probably know that the offi 
cial route of our special train to San 
Francisco has been decided upon 
and you have received or soon will 
receive full particulars concerning 
the trip, but how many of you have 
given the homeward trip due con- 
sideration ? 

When the date of our convention 
was announced, I was besieged by 
railroad men representing practically 
every interested line in the West. I 
had an exceptional opportunity to 
study routes and after the Trans 
portation Committee had decided 
upon the going route, I made up my 
mind that inasmuch as such a trip 
might well prove the chance of a 
I would make the most of 
the retnrn. To begin with I eli- 
minated Southern routes for the rea- 
son that traveling by rail over desert 
sands with the thermometer at 108 
in the shade does not appeal to me, 
even though I am seated on plush 
and fanned by an electric fan 
Taking into consideration the several
